No doubt many of oar K a a lae fcy fanaara have tried the ratoiag of 

rasplierriea, with an nnaattofaetory reanlt. If aoeh haa baea the oaaa we 

need to diaoover if poaaible, theconditiona which have proven to be harm- 
ful. Perhapa the noi\ "as not nf the right kind, or diseaws d>-Htroyed the 
vines. T«l me ask those who have nevei tried to raiae theae tierriaa: Have 
you neglect<Hl an opportunity to iMka tttf wattf, aad eajoy flBOd «aee 
ia the aold wiotor months? 

l<at oa oooaider some of the important things to lie considered in net- 
ting out our aatah. The aaal ahould be • aandy or clay loam, rich, fairly 
moist yet well diaiaed. If yoor baAia gnnr too large, yoa aaa eoodade 
that the aoil ia too rich or oontaiaa mora walar thaa to u iBii wr y. If they 
do not grow large enough, tha matimkm to^tkal the aoil to aot rtok eaoagfa 
or doea not contain enough water. 

The patch ahould have a oool plaee where it to protected from the hot 
winds and from the long days of hot suashinw. New plants can Ix- ni;iil.< 
by taking the suckers which grow around the old plants, in the raw of llie 
red berry. With the black rasplierry the long canes are bent over and 
faateaed ia the ground bya ahoval full of dirt, this should be done in the 
fall, aad ia the apring a new ^ant will have formed and can be cut ofT 
from the old one and raaat. The rofw ahould be 0 feet apart and the 
planto 6 feet apart ia the row. Keep the groaad well cultivated aad free 
from all weeda. At the end of the Snt aeaaoo pinoh of the eada of tbe 
longest eanea, this will cause aide branohaa to form. Set oat tbe new bed 
in the sjiring, so as to allow one season's growth before winter. Pruning 
should l>e done late in the fall. Do not leave more than six or eight canes, 
and cut the enda off from these alxi'jt i f< i t 'lotu the ground. Cut out all 
cmoaa when two year« old, as they take food, ruoai, and are liable to cause 
diaeaae wbiob will destroy the whole bush.
